NAPOLEON = The Rooftop 


As I came along Thirteenth Street I 
observed a churning motion in a wicker 
trash basket before a school, where the 
students threw their sandwich crusts. 

And there was a cat searching through 
tossed-away paper bags, bottles and bits. 
I said, “Hello, old fellow.” Out he came. 
Did he rub against me, back arched, 
begging? No. He sprang at me, wrapping 
himself round one of my legs, digging 
in claws and biting. After that, off he 
walked. 

I should perhaps have written “tot- 
tered,” he was so emaciated. A medium- 
sized tom, striped dark gray on a dirty 
white, his legs was prodigiously long, 
his body of scarcely covered barrel 
staves prodigiously small, and his large 
broad head was scarred, chewed and 
bleeding. His tail was so thin it put me 
in mind of a rat’s tail. Obviously his left 
leg had once been broken and set by 
nature as he lay in some cellar hole; it 
was stiff and arched as he swung it. 

“Come back, chap.” 

He ignored me. 

“Well, he’ll be dead in a day or two. 
How can I fetch him food? Can’t. No 
knowing where he'll be by the time I 
get back.” 

Then he performed—not for my sake. 
Without preparatory crouch he seem- 
ingly soared up onto a fire-escape, thence 
he climbed to the roof and soared again 
onto a higher roof, and passed from 
sight. How had so _ hunger-weakened, 
emaciated a creature been able to outdo 
any athletic feat within human _ possi- 
bility?

And this on an 
empty stomach, a peg leg. 

“T’ll never see him again, the old gutter 
cat,” I said to myself as I ascended, not 
by leaps, to our apartment at the rear 
of the house over which he had passed. 

Two days later, a Sunday I believe, 
my wife called for me to look out of 
our livingroom window. 

There were my old attacker, and a 
white female. When we placed food on 
the sill it seemed as if the tramp would 
take every morsel away from the cat 
that was whining. “No you don't,” | 
said. “Can’t you see she’s soon going to 
have kittens, you gangster?” I pushed 
him gently, whereupon he lay on the 
fire-escape, his back turned, unable to 
bear watching someone eat when he had 
nothing. And soon he was gone, before 
his turn came, over the rooftops, un- 
knowingly leaving behind one of the most 
troubled consciences I ever had. 





Other people were calling every day, 
“Kitty, kitty . . - puss, puss . . . come 
get your supper,” to the white female. 
And who gave a thought to the vaga- 
bond? 

I heard someone yell, “Scram, you 


bum,” on a subsequent evening. Seeing 
old Battle-Scars ascending on a bent leg 
I hurried to the refrigerator, grabbed a 
piece of meat and threw the chunk on 
the sill just in time, as his big broad 
ugly face with its torn ears rose in view: 
Shutting the window I stood off watch- 
ing him eat with broken teeth, labor- 
iously chewing every particle. He was 
an ugly sight, dirty, ragged of fur, gashes 
and sores all over his face.

Raising my eyes I saw him. 

He lay on the stone sill at full length, 
his head drooping and he was soaking 
wet. A slender icicle formed on his chin. 

I opened the window. “Come in.” He 
hopped down to the floor, looking at me 
from half-closed bloodshot eyes. I patted 
a low, gold-colored chair which stood 
close to the radiator, whereat he walked 
with his accustomed slow dignity straight 
to me, and got into it. When I offered 
him a plateful of canned fish he declined 
it, curled and went to sleep. 

Nevertheless, neither he nor we were 
reconciled to his becoming a family mem- 
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ber. Come bad weather, we would per- 
mit him to lie there. 

His appetite failed him. 

One Saturday I found him on my bed 
in the adjoining room, asleep, his head 
on my pillow. 

“No, no, you can’t do that,” I said. I 
picked him up.

Two young people, he a 
recent G. I., rushed up the stairs. He 
said: “A man is shooting cats on top 
the house next to ours They get under 
the edge of his skylight.” 

“He shot Napoleon; that’s how he got 
so hurt,” my wife exclaimed, turning to 
me. 

“Yes, we live across; we saw your cat 
on his roof a few days ago.” 

Promptly did police and S. P. C. A. 
take good care of that “sportsman” firing 


his gun in the night at our rooftop 
friend. And _ thenceforth Napoleon 
moved from his skylight shelter into 


our library. 

Gradually, at first imperceptibly, a 
marvelous transformation set in and de- 
veloped month by month. The vagabond 
grew a rich shiny gray and white fur 
coat, his paws became pink, the scars 
were gone, the mistrustful one trusted us. 

My wife wanted a kitten, or at least a 
young cat. Napoleon fulfilled the ‘rank 
of aging and retired officer; he was no- 
body’s playful pet. 

So Tawn came into the apartment, an 
eight months’ old brown male, polite 
though not unique—in short, a nice cat- 
He was assigned my bedroom, the door 
of which we meant to keep closed. Na- 
poleon through our open window came 
and went as he chose, strictly limited to 
the livingroom where his chair was 
moved to a spot beside the fireplace. 

Human intentions and those of cats 
seldom mesh, and the cat always. wins. 
My wife in her morning hurry to get 
to the office or I in my haste to shave, 
one of us, left the intervening door ajar. 
That was sufficient. 

Suddenly, (and nothing is more sudden 
than the almost chemical reaction when 
two tomcats meet) behind my back ster- 
torous screams filled six apartments and 
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full battle instantly followed. Not even 
war veterans of front line experience 
can conceive of fighting at its fiercest, 
bravest and most unthoughtful of re- 
treat on either side, until they have wit- 
nessed a cat battle from a close vantage. 
The ancient Scots’ name for a mighty 
warrior was “Cat.” I sat in the midst of 
an engagement-at-arms. The battlefield 
was my writing table, the grand piano, 
the pantry with its pans and china, and 
the mantel above the fireplace. All of 
which was accompanied with growls, 
crescendos of yelling, and crashes of 
falling objects. 

Their cause? Why, the biggest cause 
on earth! Defense of the homeland. 

Naturally the old veteran Napoleon ‘+o 
whom the whole neighborhood of cats 
bowed in subjection, did not feel in- 
clined to surrender what had become his 
very headquarters, his key and strategic 
Hill Number One of the rooftops, to a 
foreign invader. 

Likewise, young Tawn. adopted by us, 
fed, coddled, warmed, put at ease, know- 
ing this as his only home and we his 
only friends, had no intention of allow- 
ing a stranger in. They both said with 
might and main “THIS IS MY 
COUNTRY.” Neither would ever give 
in, if left to themselves. Only heavenly 
intervention could stave off the death of 
one or the other. I made a poor pretense 
at being a sort of arm or staying hand 
ae from out of heaven. But I did my best. 
a Plunging about in a snow storm of 


- [ } falling fur I bellowed orders: “HALT! 
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PEACE IS DECLARED!” My poor 
voice was as a lamb’s bleat. My lunges 
finally got me an armful of Napoleon. 

“Very well, you asked for it,” screamed 
Napoleon. And he let me have it. As if 
possessed of fifty claws, each a fishhook, 
he lacerated my face, hands and arms, 
all at once. I let go near the window and 
Napoleon temporarily withdrew, not be- 
fore Tawn’s forces, but before the power 
of a man, and a mean man I should say, 
judging by the look he gave me as he 
turned the fire-escape landing on his way 
down. Tawn, not less brave, but less bold, 
let me shoo him back into the bedroom. 
I slammed the door, and sat down to 
breathe. I thought, if America could 
hurl her ten million cats against ail 
Russia’s bears, the decision would never 
be in doubt. 

Similar and no less sanguinary battles 
followed over a period of five weeks, 
indoors and out. No matter how we tried, 
those two soldiers ever outdid us. None- 
theless, we won the peace, simply because 
we were giants. “Meddling neutrals,” I 
daresay they both were screaming at us 
when we rushed between, or I scaled 
backyard fences in pursuit. 

Napoleon one day in our library gave 
ground slowly back to the window sill 
before my advance with a slopping glass 
of cold water. I shut the window. Then I 
waved an impatient hand over my 
shoulder and down, at him. Immediately 
he waved his paw in the exactly same 
quick and impatient gesture.

Tawn prowled about the floor, apparently 
with innocence, at times when Napoleon, 
curled upon his gold chair, most wanted 
to sleep and could not, with his rival 
wandering aimlessly. He must keep cran- 
ing his neck to follow the weavings of a 
slow, stealthy Tawn who never so much 
as looked his way. Then, too, Tawn, so 
young was equipped with sharp chewing 
devices so he grabbed and gobbled, after 
which he turned to stare at the slow-eat- 
ing old fellow.

What is a Burmese Cat? 


There is a little kitty at our house 
who greets us enthusiastically every 
night when we come home from work. 
His coat color is a rich seal brown, his 
big round eyes are yellow, and he is not 
very big, for a tom-cat. His disposition 
is very very gentle, and he is so affec- 
tionate! As he sleeps contentedly in my 
lap, I am sure that he does not dream 
that he is unusual because his fur is 
brown, nor does he know that his an- 
cestors were the object of much care 
and study and sometimes disagreement 
by those who owned them. Our Jittle 
friend is a Burmese cat. We csii him 
Theebe, but in the shows he is kiiown 
as Ch. Moulmein Theebaw. 

We were first attracted to the Burmese 
because we thought that they were the 
most beautiful cats we had ever seen. 
When we set out to learn everything 
that we could about these cats, we found 
that the story of the Burmese, in this 
country as well as in their native land, 
was very interesting. We, of course, do 
not have all of the facts and _ stories 
about the Burmese, but what we have 
found may interest you and perhaps an- 
swer some of your questions about tlic 
Burmese. If you can odd to this story 
we would like to hear trom you . 

In 1930 a female cat was imported 
from Burma by Dr. J. C. Thompson, of 
San Francisco. She was named Wong 
Mau and was believed to be a Burmese 
cat. We now know that Wong Mau was 
a Siamese-Burmese hybrid, but this was 
not realized at the time she was imported 
and for some years she was refered to 
as a Burmese. Her coat color was a 
solid brown with darker distinctive seal 
brown points, and her eyes were yellow. 
She was bred, of necessity, to a Sia- 
mese male, the cat closest in type to 
Wong Mau in this country. From this 
mating two types of kittens, in appear- 
ance, resulted. One was a typica! Siames< 
in every respect including the blue eye 
color. The other type was thought to be 
Burmese as it resembled Wong Mau, 
but, of course, it too was a Siamese- 
Burmese hybrid. Later, when Wong Mau 


and her Siamese-Burmese hybrid son 


Yen Yen Mau were mated, three types 
of kittens, in appearance, resulted.

time some were Siamese, some like thie 
sire and dam, and the third type was a 
solid seal brown with very very little 
contrast between coat color and _ points. 
These three types are now known as 
Siamese, Siamese-Burmese hybrids, and 
Burmese. The Burmese cat has the dark 
solid seal brown coat color. 

Fortunately, a picture was taken of 
Wong Mau and her litter of kittens by 
Yen Yen Mau, and thanks to Mrs. 
Nathalie Pyle, who recently had the pic- 
ture copied, we can illustrate what is 
known as a perfect Mendelian distribu- 
tion in the three types of kittens men- 
tioned. At the left are two Siamese- 
3urmese hybrids, then a Siamese, two 
Burmese, and a Siamese, and at the 
right are two more Siamese-Burmese 
hybrids, Now why do we call that cute 
little fellow on the left a hybrid, and 
what ‘do we mean by a simple-Mendelian 
distribution ? 

Then term hybrid is often misunder- 
stood. It does not designate something 
undesirable, rather, it is one of the most 
useful entities in the application of gene- 
tics to the breeding of animals and 
plants. It is a word which simply means 
the result of a breeding between animals 
or plants of two species, races or sub- 
groups. In the well known case, usually 
presented to high school students, when 
a red sweet pea is pollinated by a white 
sweet pea, the resulting flowers, called 
hybrids, are all pink. They are just as 
beautiful and desirable as the red and 
white flowers, unless, of course, you 
happen to dislike the color pink. The hy- 
brid is very useful, however, because :t 
contains characteristics of both parents. 
The pink flower can be pollinated by 
either a pink, white, or red flower, and 
pink, white and red flowers always result 
but in different proportions for each of 
the various crosses. In genetics, this type 
of breeding is called simple-Mendelian, 
after Gregor Mendel (1822-84), the man 
who first recognized and described this 
process. He showed that height, color, 
and other characteristics depend on the 
presence of determining factors, called 
genes, which behave as units, and that 
the second and_ later 
exhibit these characteristics 
in certain definite proportions. To under- 
stand this more easily we will make use 
of a type of diagram, used in the study 
of genetics, in which the flowers will be 
represented by 
triangles,

Of course we do not always get thie 
exact distribution of offspring in each 
cross as is Shown in the above diagrams, 
but when a large number of matings are 
tried, these results are found to be the 
exact proportion. It should be empha- 
sized, however, that when the number of 
offspring is small from a particular mat- 
ing, it is very possible to obtain all one 
color. The fact that Wong Mau’s litter 
of eight shows a perfect 1-2-1 distribu- 
tion is very fortunate for matters of 
illustration. Usually a much larger num- 
ber of kittens are needed to show this 
exact distribution. 

Now how does the example of the 
sweet peas apply to Burmese cats? Let 
us replace the white flowers by the Sia 
mese cat, the red flowers by the Burmese 
cat and the pink flowers by the Sia- 
mese-Burmese hybrid. We will add th: 
additional symbols of a circle for a fe- 
male and a square for a male. Because 
the probability of an animal being born 
a male is almost exactly the same as it 
is of being a female we have distributed 
the sex of the offspring equally in Dia- 
gram III. Fortunately there is no sex- 
linkage with coat color as there is in 
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Ch. Moulmein Theebaw. Burmese male owned by the Author.

practice, no doubt more steps were re- 
quired. For example, if in the first cross 
between Wong Mau and the Siamese male 
no hybrid males had resulted, this mating 
would have had to have been repeated 
until a hybrid male was produced so that 
he could be bred back to Wong Mau.

see the significance of the various types 
of kittens which resulted and how many 
people in the cat fancy could come to 
the conclusion that the Burmese cat was 
not a pure breed. A few pioneers under- 
stood the genetics clearly but too many 
others felt that the mixed litters 
cated an impurity of some sort. 
The genetics of the Burmese cat was 
described in a very interesting article 
published in the Journal of Heredity, 
Vol. XXXIV, No. 4, April 1943, by Dr. 
J. C. Thompson, Mrs. Virginia C. Cobb, 
Dr. Clyde Keeler, and Madeline Dmyt- 
ryk. Dr. Keeler is a biologist and gene- 
ticist who is very interested in the de-

velopment of cats. This article can be 
found in practically any good sized 
library and is well worth reading. Mr. 
Donald Came, who developed many 
beautiful true breeding Burmese from a 
cross between a Siamese-Burmese hybrid 
male and a Siamese female, wrote an 
article for Cats Magazine in September 
1946 in which he discussed the genetics 
of the Burmese cat 

Today the genetics of the Burmese 
cat is as well defined as that of the Sia- 
mese. Using the ideas, but not the term- 
inology, of genetics, we can simply say 
that a Siamese cat has two white genes, 
a Burmese cat has brown genes, 
and a Siamese-Burmese hybrid has one 
gene of color. These two genes 
separate at the time of mating and each 
one combines with one gene of the other 
parent. With the aid of Diagram III we 
can follow each possible combination and 
can see how the proportions worked out 
in pollination experiments with sweet 
peas also apply to matings between the 
three types of cats we are speaking of. 

We already know that if we breed a 
Siamese to a Siamese we always get Sia- 
Now we can see that if we 
Siamese to a Siamese-Burmese 
hybrid we can get either Siamese or 
hybrids but not Burmese because it is not 
possible for two brown genes to unite 
If we mate a Siamese-Burmese hybrid to 
a Siamese-Burmese hybrid we can get 
Siamese, hybrids, and Burmese because 
each combination of white and brown 
genes is possible. If we mate a Siamese- 
Burmese hybrid to a Burmese we can get 
hybrids and Burmese but no Siamese 
because it is not possible for two white 
genes to combine. If we mate Burmese 
to Burmese we can get ONLY Burmese 
because there are only brown genes 
present. A Burmese bred to a Burmese 
will not throw a Siamese or a Siamese- 
Burmese hybrid, its offspring are as 
predictable as the pure bred Siamese. 
Also, there is no way for a Siamese re- 
sulting from a Siamese and a Siamese- 
Burmese hybrid cross or a hybrid to 
hybrid cross to throw a Burmese or a 
Siamese-Burmese hybrid in future mat- 
ings with other SIAMESE because

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neither Siamese contains a brown gene. 
The statement that Burmese to Bur- 
mese matings always result in Burmese 
kittens deserves special emphasis. The 
reader can appreciate the fact that if 
one or both parents are hybrids there is 
a chance of producing all hybrid kittens, 
especially when small litters are obtained. 
Thus a breeder may produce nothing 
but hybrids and may sincerely but in- 
correctly believe that these are true Bur- 
mese. Even when both hybrids and Bur- 
mese are produced the difference may 
not be understood by the breeder, and 
no distinction indicated to the prospective 
purchaser. If a hybrid is sold as a Bur- 
mese this fact will be revealed when the 
cat is bred. If bred to a known true 
Burmese and both hybrids and Bur- 
mese are produced then it is certain that 
your cat is a hybrid. If, for some rea- 
son, it is very important to determine 
the genetics of your cat, it can be bred 
to a Siamese. If ANY Siamese result you 
can be sure that the cat is a hybrid, 
because a Burmese to Siamese cross al- 
ways gives ALL hybrids. This is why we 
can definitely say that Wong Mau was 
a Siamese-Burmese hybrid and not a 
Burmese. It should be pointed out that 
if, in this cross to a Siamese, all of the 
kittens are hybrids, you can not be cer- 
tain whether your cat is a hybrid or a 
Burmese, especially if the litter is small, 
because a hybrid to Siamese cross has a 
fifty-fifty chance of producing all. hy- 
brids. 

The best policy for the prospective 
purchaser of a Burmese cat is to learn 
as much as possible about this breed and 
then buy the best cat that can be ob- 
tained from a reputable breeder of Bur- 
mese. The difference in appearance be- 
tween the Siamese-Burmese hybrid and 
the Burmese is especially apparent in 
young cats, when the points are clearly 
distinguishable and the body color much 
lighter in the hybrid than in the Bur- 
mese- An excellent illustration of what 
is almost certainly a Siamese-Burmese 
hybrid can be found in the November 
1938 issue of the National Geographic 
Magazine, page XIX. This cat is refered 
to as a Burmese but the article was 
written before the difference between 
the two kinds of cats was understood. 

Whenever a hybrid is produced it 
should be neutered and sold as a pet, or 
retained for breeding if the breeder feels 
it has certain desirable characteristics 
such as a good tail or excellent type. 
However, we do not want to give the 
impression that there is any thing wrong 
with the Siamese-Burmese hybrid. All 
cats, if well cared for, are beautiful and 
will give enjoyment to their owners re- 
gardless of their ancestry or breeding. As 
long as the hybrid is not MISREPRE- 
SENTED as a Burmese cat there is no 
reason why it cannot be sold and enjoyed 
as much as any other cat. It is when these 
hybrids are deliberately produced and 
sold as Burmese cats that their existance 
becomes a threat to reputable cat breed-

Three Legs 
No Handicap

CATS Magazine has asked 
me to write the case history of 
Betty Muriel, a Domestic Short 
Hair female who was brought 
to our hospital badly injured. 

Upon first examination of this cat it 
was found that the left hind leg was 
dislocated at the hock—the joint below 
the knee-and comparable to our ankle- 
and the joint surface of the tibia was ex- 
posed through the skin. An X-ray of the 
area revealed that the fibula was broken. 

The first method of repair tried was 
that of stretching the leg and trying to 
get the tibia back into place and then 
setting the broken fibula. This proved 
to be impossible. 

It was then decided that the only way 
to help the cat was to amputate the leg. 
This could have been done immediately 
above the affected joint or at the knee 
The knee was chosen because by oper- 
ating there no long stump would be left 
to interfere with mobility of the cat.

She was given a general anesthetic 
intravenously. Then the hair was clipped 
ard shaved off the leg. After washing 
and disinfecting the area, an elliptical 
incision was made just below the knee. 
The skin was then reflected all the way 
down to the affected joint. This was done 
so that the muscles could be cut through 
the tendinous portion and 


greatly re- 
duce hemorrhage. 


Also by leaving these 
muscles it is possible to have a pad over 
the end of the femur—thigh bone—and 
give a smoother appearance. The liga- 
ments holding the bones together at the 
knee were cut and all the blood vessels 
were tied with catgut and cut. Excessive 
tissue was trimmed away and the skin 








pulled over the wound and sutured. The * 


stump was dusted with an antiseptic 
powder and bandaged. As a precaution- 
ary measure penicillin was given. 

The dressing was changed daily for 
five days, and the stitches were removed 
on the sixth day. At no time after the 
operation did the cat show any discom- 
fort or refuse to eat. 


When brought home, the cat could 
walk well with a hopping kind of gait. 
At times, as upon first arisng after being 
asleep, she would forget about her leg, 
lose her balance, and fall over. Now her 
whole body has become entirely used to 
the change evidently, for she never makes 
this mistake. In the cat-loving home to 
which she went, a female Siamese of 
unusually gentle but playful nature also 
lives. 

Betty Muriel has learned to run-hop 
so fast that she can overtake the Sia- 
mese, no small feat. She can jump to a 
window-sill or upon a bed without much 
more effort than a normal cat expends. 
Her favorite toy is a catnip-filled bag 
with bell, attached to a 
but she also plays 
a mousie house, pencils or tear-drop 
pendants from broken earings as do 
other cats. So far, she has been afraid 
to go outdoors, perhaps recalling that it 
was there she first met disaster (It is 
thought that she was run over—her tail 
as well as her leg was injured, but as her 
owners, if she had any at the time, could 
not be located, there is no way of know- 
ing definitely). When placed outside, she 
will head straight back for the house, 
and of course will never be able to ¢ 
outside on her own, though a’ protected 
outdoor run is being planned for summer.

Nevertheless, she enjoys her life which 
is filled mainly with eating, sleeping and 
playing, and definitely gives the impres- 
sion that living with three legs is much 
better than noc living at all. 

Very few pet owners consent to the 
type of surgery this cat underwent. 
Economy is one consideration 
but the reason most people 
give for having the animal 
destroyed rather than operated 
upon is that it would be cruel 
to the animal and work a hard- 
ship on it to have only three 
limbs. However, as the case of 
Betty Muriel indicates the few 
people that do have it done to 
save their pet find that the 
animal is handicapped very 
little if any at all.

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Emaciated Siamese

Perhaps this show season has not bee» 
the first in which judges have cautioned 
exhibitors against “too thin” Siames-. 
but this season is the first in which the 
clubs have attempted to do somethin« 
constructive in the way of a resolution, 
offered at the C.F.A. Annual Meeting, 
to penalize for emaciation. What then, 
has caused this mounting concern? 

The exhibitors are trying to show 
their cats to the best advantage accord 
ing to their interpretation of the Stand- 
ard which is used in judging. Though 
the Standards may vary in the different 
Associations, the Perfect Siamese is al 
ways a lean, muscular jungle cat—one 
equipped by Nature to travel swiftly, 
springing great distances by means of a 
long, slender frame covered by strong, 
flat muscles! No fat accumulates on 
this animal. 

But confine him, and the major prob- 
lem is an adjustment not easily attained 
between appetite and actual food re- 
quirements—so the too-restricted animal 
is apt to lose those svelte lines. Now 
comes the mistake—the cat no longer 
shows his type. Food is reduced, the cat 
becomes thin, but to the judge, the re- 
sulting animal looks as much like Per- 
fection as an emaciated, bony young 
man resembles a lean, muscular athlete! 
The athlete stands with the grace of fine 
health, shining hair, bright eyes, clear 
skin. There is a vast difference between 
two such young men—this we humans 
recognize without a judging standard. 
Just so, it is useless to attempt to imitate 
the type of a fine-boned, muscular Sia- 
mese by starving an animal. 

The Siamese require an optimum diet, 
and sufficient exercise to build a body 
hard and strong, all long and flowing 
lines—showing the powerful strength and 
beauty of his ancestors. The heavy, 
coarse Siamese is a far cry from whit 
we seek, the obese animal is an affront 
to Nature. There are no magic short- 
cuts, but intelligent care which requires 
following the natural pattern as closely 
as possible will be reflected in a grace- 
ful creature of glowing health, high on

That I think is 
pretty wonderful—in fact anything is 
wonderful that will attract the attention 
of the public to the Blue-Point Siamese. 

‘Salaam’ is a white Persian that be- 
longs to Jean Prestwick, Medical Lake, 
Spokane County, State of Washington. 
Salaam is of venerable age but still likes 
to pretend he is a little-baby-kitten. Most 
of all he likes to play hide-and-go-seek. 
He always hides in a large jardinicre 
when he is found he will strut and purr 
as if a very difficult feat had been ac- 
complished—and always he hides in the 
same place. 

This week, the Saturday Evening Post 
features a cartoon of a wedding party. 
The bride and groom are marching down 
the aisle from the alter, you can almost 
hear the strains of Mendelssohn, half way 
to the church door you notice a girl, as 
the couple come near, she tosses a black 
cat in front of them. The groom looks a 
bit dumbfounded and his bride is panic 
stricken. This I suppose is funny to 
SOME people, to me it is horrible. Whea 
will the average person stop thinking that 
black cats are bad luck? Black cats are 
beautiful and when you get a good one 
it is so outstandingly remarkable you 
want to shout out loud to the world in 
general. I am writing a letter to this 
cartoonist, (Leo Garel), and I know 
others are doing the same. It is high 
time we are putting a stop in this non- ’ 
sense of bad luck following the wake of 
a black cat. 

Mary Arbuckle, down Florida way, 
writes me regarding ‘Squeeky’ her Blue 
Point Siamese. She has an idea that 
Squeeky is qualifying to be Master of 
Ceremonies in some important Enter- 
fainment Spot. She says as soon as com- 
pany arrives at her home, Squeeky will 
go into her act. She will climb to the 
top of a marble pedestal and will cry 
most pitifully—this is a signal for Mary 
to get a pair of sun-glasses (lenses re- 
moved) and place them on her head. She 
will then procede to cock her head to one 
side and purr at a great rate. The more 
attention she attracts — the more she 
purrs. The Arbuckle familly want an- 
other cat very badly but are afraid it will 
hurt Squeekies’ feelings if they bring 
another one into their home. Mother 
says a lady-cat—Dad says no lady-cat 
would ever get along with Squeeky, she 
is too much on the individualistic side, 
eccentric and crotchety and ‘nil fuit un- 
quam sic impar sibi’ (meaning the deuce 
is in her).

ers. If a hybrid is to be sold, the buyer 
should be informed that the cat is a hy- 
brid and its pedigree should indicate this 
fact. Of course the price of a hybrid will 
not be as high as a Burmese as they are 
much easier to produce. It always pays to 
be suspicious of “cheap” Burmese. At 
the time when the Burmese cat was be- 
ing established in this country, the Sia- 
mese-Burmese hybrid was absolutely es- 
sential. Today they are of interest only 
to those breeders who may want to ob- 
tain an out-cross to their stock, or to 
those who want them as pets because 
they like their appearance. There are 
enough Burmese in this country now so 
that Burmese can be mated to Burmese. 
The majority of breeders of Burmése 
cats the policy of selling only 
true Burmese, and now that the breed is 
firmly established there is little excuse 
for doing otherwise. 

The Burmese Cat Society of America 
admits as members only those persons 
who are advancing truce 
It carefully investigates 
members to ascertain 
whether they understand the difference 
between a Burmese and a Siamese-Bur- 
mese hybrid and whether they will sell 
as Burmese only true Burmese cats. The 
Society has set the show standard for 
the Burmese cat coat color to be “a rich 
solid dark seal brown, slightly shading 
on the chest”. Winners are to be with- 
held from mature cats showing decided 
contrast between coat color and points, 
or from cats having blue eyes. Obviously, 
this is intended to discourage dark Sia- 
mese and Siamese-Burmese hybrids from 
being entered in the Burmese classes in 
the shows and to provide the judge with 
a basis for disqualifying such cats. If 
you have ever seen a Burmese cat you 
know that their appearance is very dis- 
tinctive and that they are not “just dark 
Siamese” as it sometimes stated. Some 
people might mistake a blue domestic 
shorthair cat for a Russian Blue cat or 
a shorthair tabby for an Abyssinian cat, 
but these people are either unobserving 
or poorly informed. Only a small amount 
of effort is required to learn to distin-

guish the various breeds of cats. The 
ability to judge the fine points of cats 
within a breed, of course, requires more 
discrimination and experience. 

At the present time the Burmese cat 
is recognized by the A.C.A., the C.F-F., 
and the U.C.F. The C.F.A. dropped its 
recognition of this breed in 1947. This 
very fine and active organization recog- 
nizes and admits to Championship dom- 
estic shorthairs of many color varia- 
tions, even if the breeding particulars 
are not known. It seems that the Bur- 
mese, whose ancestors can be traced to 
the original import to this country, have 
been singled out for particular displeas- 
ure by this Association. When a Judge 
is judging a Black longhair, for ex- 
ample, she does not inquire whether the 
cat has any Blue or Red ancestors in its 
line. She judges the Black as a Black 
and how well it fits the standard set for 
that cat. At the present time when a 
Burmese is entered in a C.F.A. show 1t 
is judged in the household pet class and 
cannot compete for Championship points. 
That this is an unfair situation is indeed 
an understatement! Again we must re- 
peat the fact that although the Burmese 
cat was produced by selective breeding 
from a Siamese-Burmese hybrid and a 
Siamese cross, it is today a true breed 
of cat in the same sense as the Siamese 
or any other pure-bred cat is a true 
breed. Many accepted breeds were pro- 
duced in this manner. The shorthair 
Silver Tabby and the Bluepoint Siamese 
are just two examples. 

The Burmese cat is still rare and not 
often seen in the shows. But there are 
quite a few breeders interested in this 
breed who are sincerely working for the 
improvement of the Burmese and who 
need the encouragement that would be 
given by the recognition of the Burmese 
as a breed by the C.F.A. There are many 
who would be interested in this breed 
if recognition were granted. It is hoped 
that the owners of Burmese cats will 
soon be given the opportunity to exhibit 
under C.F.A. and to take an active part 
in the many shows held throughout the 
country. In the meantime, why not look 
for these beautiful cats at the other 
shows next season?

What causes Enteritis, and is it some- 
thing like distemper? Is serum the only 
treatment? If so, at what age should 
kittens be inoculted? Do you ever pub- 
lish articles on diseases like this? 

—Mrs. C. M., Wise, Va. 


Dr. Fairchild has written several help- 
ful articles on Infectious Gastro-Enteritis 
for CATS Magazine — January 1945, 
April 1947, March 1949, and April 1951, 
sO we can guess that another one is due 
for early 1953. Meanwhile, we can 
briefly summarize some of his informa- 
tion. 

1. Enteritis is caused by a virus and is 
contracted through exposure to cats 
which have the disease or are carriers 
of the virus. 

. The full comon name of the disease 
is Infectious Gastro-Enteritis, but it 
is often called, “Feline Distemper”, 
“Cat Typhoid”, and, in the days be- 
fore it was brought under 
“Show Fever”. 

3. Prevention

control, 


by vaccination—is by far 
the best treatment. This can safely be 
done by your veterinarian when the 
kittens are about three months old- 
even earlier if there is an epidemic in 
your neighborhood. 

4. There is a serum treatment (do not 
confuse with vaccination) which has 
proved effective when the disease is 
caught in its early stages, and one 
of the modern miracle drugs, Strepto- 
mycin, has wrought almost miraculous 
‘cures, but vaccination is the one sure 
way to prevent suffering, and possible 
death for your pet and needless heart- 
ache for yourself, 

I can not get my two-year old Siamese 
apartment cat to drink milk. I under- 
stand she needs milk to be healthy and 
wonder if there is any way I can get her 
to drink it? 

A.M.S.—Bermuda 

Most adult cats seem to retain a liking 
for milk, and it is without doubt a satis- 
factory supplement to their diet. There 
is no reason, however, to be alarmed if 
your cat feels she has outgrown it. She 
can get all of her necessary food require- 
ments from canned cat foods or meat, 
plus a wheat germ oil or vitamin supple- 
ment. If you happen to have a complu- 
sion which just won’t let you rest easily 
unless your pet drinks milk, you might 
try some of the following: 

1. Heat the milk not quite to boiling 
and let it cool to lukewarm before 
putting it in her saucer. 

2. Try evaporated milk diluted with 
equal amount of water. 

3. Try adding a small amount of dried 
powdered skim milk to the saucer of 
fresh milk. 

4. Put a very small amount of sugar in 


the milk.

In 
the peak of the vacation season, Mrs. Osterlund, the attractive 
mother of one son, has as many as 18 boarders.

Fred Kumlander, a local truck owner-driver, keeps the 
place swept out and builds the cats nests. 


“When the cats move in”, says Miss Hager, they are as 


“skinny as scarecrows. Then they fill out. I don’t favor 
cats myself—I have two bulldogs at home, but I take pity on 
them.” Two of the cats, Henrietta and her daughter Topsy, 
disappeared for months, but came back hale and plump. Miss 
Hager says “I learned a sailor picked them up. Evidently they 
jumped ship”. Which speaks pretty well of the care they re- 
ceive from someone who “doesn’t favor cats”.
